AMENDMENTS TO THE TELANGANA POLICE (STIPENDIARY CADET TRAINEE ) RULES , 1999 . 

[G .O . Ms. No. 49, Home( Legal) 10th May, 2018 .] 
In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution of India and of all other 
powers hereunto enabling the Governor of Telangana State hereby makes the following amendments to the Telangana 
Police (Stipendiary Cadet Trainee ) Rules, 1999 issued in G .O .Ms.No.315 , Home (Police- C ) Department, dated 
13 . 10 . 1999 as amended from time to time. 

AMENDMENTS 
In the said rules , 
I. In rule 3, 
1 . For sub -rule (A ), the following shall be substituted : 


“ ( A ) Qualifications : The qualifications ( Academic, Age and Physical Standards) for various categories 
included in these rules shall be as specified in the Annexure - I appended to these rules . The upper age limits prescribed 
under clauses (b ) and (c ) of sub -rule (1 ) of rule 12 of the Telangana State and Subordinate Service Rules, 1996 , shall 
apply. The upper age limit for the HomeGuards who fall within the definition specified in these rules shall nothave 
crossed 40 years of age in respect of recruitment to the following categories: (i) SCT PC (Civil) (Men & Women ), 
(ii ) SCT PC (AR ) (Men & Women ), iii ) SCT PC (SAR CPL ) (Men ), ( iv ) SCT PC ( TSSP ) (Men ), (v ) SCT PC 
(Communications) (Men & . Women ), (viii ) SCT PC Mechanics (Men ) in Police Transport Organisation and (ix ) 
SCT PC Drivers (Men ) in Police Transport Organisation .” . 
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2 . after clause (ii) of sub - rule ( B ), the following new clause shall be added : 

«(iv ) The percentage of vacancies reserved for special categories referred to in rule - 3 ( D ) shall be 

calculated for each category based on the vacancies notified .” 
3. For clause (i) (a ) of sub -rule ( C ), the following shall be substituted : 

“ (a ) The Rule of Special Representation (Reservation ) provided in Rule 22 of the Telangana State and 
Sub -Ordinate Service Rules 1996 shall be applicable to the extent only in favour of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes, Backward Classes and Ex - Servicemen to all the Classes and Categories specified in Rule 2 of these rules. 
Further, rule 22 - A of the Telangana State and Subordinate Service Rules 1996 shall be applicable only to the categories 
mentioned in Class - I, V and VII specified in rule 2 of these rules.” 
4 . In sub -rule (D ) 

( a ) for clause ( iii), the following shall be substituted : 

“ ( iii) MSP (Meritorious Sports Person ) - Persons who possess the necessary certificate issued by the 
competent authority as on the date of notification will come under this special category and this reservation is 
applicable to the following categories only. 
Category (1 ): A Sportsperson who won medals or represented India in an International competition /Multi 

National competition in any one of the recognised Games /Sports which arementioned in 

Annexure - I of G .O .Ms.No .74 , YATC (sports) Dept., dt. 9 .8 .2012 . 
Category (2 ): A Sportsperson who won medals or represented any State in a National competition in any 

one of the recognised Games/Sports which are mentioned in Annexure - I of G .O .Ms.No.74 , 

YATC ( sports) Dept., dt.9 .8.2012 . 
Candidates who come under category ( 1) & ( 2 ) as above shall be considered as per merit secured by them in 
the final selection . When two or more candidates secure samemarks, the preference shall be given to the candidate 
who possessed certificate of category (1 ).” 

(b ) for clause ( vii ) and Note thereunder , the following shall be substituted : 
“ (vii ) NCC (National Cadet Corps) - Candidates who possess NCC B & C certificates will be considered 

as per merit secured by them in the final selection . When two or more candidates secure same 

marks, preference will be given to the candidate who possessed NCC - C Certificate . 
Note : (i) The vacancies which remain unfilled in any of the above special categories, the same shall be filled up by 
the candidates of respective social categories. 

(ii ) The Telangana Public Employment Organisation of Local Cadres and Regulation of Direct Recruitment) 
Order, 1975 shall apply to the Special Categories also .” 
5 . After sub - rule ( J) , the following new rule shall be added . 

(K ) Candidates have to write the test /examination in online /offline method . Candidates have to answer the 
questions in the manner that will be notified by the Chairman , TSLPRB from time to time. 
II. In Annexure -I under rule3, 
1 . Against Serial No.1 i.e . Stipendiary Cadet Trainee Sub - Inspector of Police (Civil ) (Men and Women ), 
the entries relating to “ ( e ) Final Written Examination ” and “ (f) Selection ” occurring in column 6 shall be 
substituted with the following:
